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HOUSEHOLD HINTS

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Barbecuing Time 

Take advantage of the pretty 
weather by cooking outdoors. Bar- 
becuing is a wonderful way to save 
energy, keep the house cool and en- 
tertain friends. : 

For example, try barbecuing 
chicken, One of the secrets of suc- 
cess is to allow time for a long, 
slow cooking. Allow between 1 1/4 
and 1 1/2 hours for cooking. 

Choose young, meaty birds 
weighing around two and one-half 
pounds. Spilt or quarter them, then 
place them close together on the 
grill with the skin side up. 

Baste the pieces with your favor- 
ite barbecue sauce. Use a pair of 
tongs to turn the chicken. A fork 
will pierce the skin and let juices 
escape--this will cause the meat to 
be dry. 

Test the drumstick to see if the 
bones turn easily. This usually in- 
dicates that the bird is done. 


Defrosting Meat The 
Safe Way 

Defrosting meat is a lot like 
dieting--it's best to go slow and 
easy. That means leave meat in the 
main part of the refrigerator to 
thaw, not putting it out on a coun- 
tertop. 

Refrigerator thawing is slower 
than thawing at room temperature, 
but less juice, flavor and quality is 
lost. More importantly, meat may 
spoil when defrosted outside the re- 
frigerator. 

Cook meat as soon as it's de- 
frosted, or has only a few ice crys- 
tals in it. Cook defrosted meats us- 
ing the same recommended methods 
as for fresh meats. 


Vegetables and 
Nutrition 

Your mother had a real good rea- 
son for telling you to eat your veg- 
elables--they are good for you! 

Vegetables have no cholesterol. 
They're low in saturated fats and 
calories, and high in taste, vita- 
mins, minerals and bulk. Also, 
they come in a variety of colors and 
textures, 

In addition, vegetables are good 
protein sources, Proteins are made 
up of amino acids, eight of which 
your body must have, but can't 
make for itself. Your body needs 
protein to grow, keep itself in good 
repair and give you energy, 

Some foods have "complete" 
protein--they give you the cight es- 
sential amino acids in the right 
amounts. All foods from animal 
sources such as milk, poultry, fish, 
eBgs, cheese and meat have com- 
plete protein. But, many of these 
foods also contain high amount of 
saturated fats, cholesterol and calo- 
ries, 

However, vegetable sources of 
proteins such as grains, dried beans, 


peas, nuts and seeds are usually low 
in one or another of the eight ami- 
no acids. They become good protein 
sources when combined with other 
incomplete protein foods at the 
same meal. 

You can also pair vegetable pro- 
teins with complete proteins from 
low-fat animal sources such as low- 
fat dairy products, and small 
amounts of fish, poultry or lean 
meat. 


Prepare Freezer For Fresh 
Vegetables 


This year's coming season is fast 
approaching, so don't forget the 
freezer, Defrost and give it a thor- 
ough cleaning before storing this 
year's fruits and vegetables. 

Unplug the freezer and remove 
all food. Store in a cardboard box or 
wrap newspapers around it to keep 
it from thawing. 

Put clean towels in the bottom 
of the freezer and pour cold water 
along the sides to thaw the frost. 
You can use a wooden spoon to 
help loosen the frost, but don't use 
metal utensils--they 'Il scratch the 
lining of the freezer, 

As the towels absorb water, 
wring them out and replace them. 
When the frost is removed, wash 
the inside with one quart warm wa- 
ter mixed with one tablespoon bak- 
ing soda. Rinse with clean water 
and wipe dry. Plug the freezer in 
and wait about 30 minutes before 
replacing the food.

Sheep production in Coffee 
County used to be a thing of the 
past.

With improved warmers and other 
items sheep production is resurfac- 
ing.

The First Annual Lamb 
Show was held last year, with 9 
youths from the County participat- 
ing. The peel of this project is to 
build self-confidence in the child 
and also to teach sheep production. 

Since sheep are very gently, 
even the smaller child can get into 
the action. Neal Grantham, age 5, 
from Elba showed last year and real- 
ly enjoyed it.

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Care For Silk 


Most people love, sensuous feel 
of silk, but hesitate to buy silk gar- 
ments because they worry about its 
durability. However, silk items will 
last a lifetime, provided you care for 
them properly. 

Don't wear pins on silk because 
they leave permanent holes. 

Avoid hanging silk garments in 
plastic bags--an organic fiber such 
as silk needs to "breathe", 

Don't wear silk garments too 
tight. The fabric will stretch, weak- 
en, pull and sag. Silk has poor 
springback. 

Hang silks only on padded hang- 
ers for support. Never hang them 
on wire hangers. 

Don't apply deodorants, body lo- 
tions, colognes or perfumes while 
dressed in silk garments. Such 
chemicals are harmful to silk. In- 
stead, apply before dressing and al- 
low to ay: 

Never use chlorine bleach or 
starch on silk, 

Finally, don't expose silk to the 
sun, strong lighting or dry hear for 
long periods. Such exposure prom- 
tes fading. 


Saftey Tips For Children 


How much do your children 
know about safety hea walking in 
traffic areas? Teach your children to 
Stay off streets and roads, and 
choose play areas for them that are 
safely away from traffic. Preschool 
children should be taught to cross 
the street only with an older person, 
Teach older children to stop at the 
curb and look, left, right, and left 
again before crossing, 

Children in elementary school 
tend to dart out into the streets at 
mid-block in residential areas. 
Teach them that if their vision is 
blocked by parked cars, they should 
first make sure no one in the Car is 
backing up, then stop at the edge of 
the car and look left, right and left 
again before crossing. 


Chicken Preparation Tips 


Chicken is a favorite food for 
many Coffee Countians, But you 
need to handle and prepare it careful- 
ly to avoid possible contamination 
or spoilage. Evelyn Crayton, Ex- 
tension Foods and Nutrition Spe- 
cialist at Auburn, offers these 
guidelines, 

After trimming and cutting up 
the chicken, wash it thoroughly, 
Then dispose of waste and sanitize 
the work surface. This helps elimi- 
nate bacteria transferred to chicken 
from the work surfaces, 

Avoid using wooden cutting sur- 
faces, because they're the perfect 
breeding area for bacteria, and are a 
common cause of cross- 
contamination, 

Don't put cooked chicken on a 
plate or tray that has held raw 
chicken unless it's been washed 
thoroughly first. 

Never interrupt the cooking pro- 
cess, Always cook chicken to an in- 
ternal temperature of 180% F., and 
reheat leftovers to 165% F. 

Finally, =p prepared chicken 
warmer than 140 degrees F, or cool- 
er than 45 degrees F,, because bac- 
teria thrive between these tempera- 
tures,

A former Elba police officer has 
filed a $250,000 federal lawsuit 
pealtist the City of Elba, the Elba

Michael Patrick, who according 
to the lawsuit is a resident of Enter- 
prise, and who resigned from the 
Bact department on February 5, 

88, has sought reinstatement on 
several occasions but has not been 
returned to the force. The lawsuit 
asks that he be returned to his for- 
Mer position and the appropriate 
salary, be paid back pay plus puni- 
tive damages in the amount of 
$250,000, and the defendants are 
asked to pay the reasonable attorney 
fees to Patrick's attorney. 

The suit also asks the court to 
"issue a permanent injunction en- 
Joining the defendants (city) and 
their agents and successors from en- 

aging in the pattern and practice of 
imiting or discouraging law en- 
forcement in the City of Elba on 
the basis of race or otherwise dis- 
criminating against Blacks in the 
enforcement of laws" 

In the nine page complaint, filed 
in the Middle District of Alabama, 
Patrick notes the defendants de- 
prived him of procedural due pro- 
cess in refusing to permit him to 
confront witnesses against him and 
by denying him equal protection 
and by denying his freedom of 
speech and association.

Spurlin was upset with this 
timetable, noting he needed some 
sewer service now and if he went 
ahead and spent money himself, he

The vote for the motion to move 
forward was approved by the coun- 
cil as English had requested with 
Prescott opposing, saying he want- 
ed the motion to take a stronger 
stand to insure the sewer line was 
completed, 

The group was told their water 
pressure problems would disappear 
Once a pressure boost pump was in- 
Stalled, eal said the pump has 
been purchased and the city is 
awaiting the arrival of a qualified 
engineer to do the adjusting before 
installing the pump. 

The council heard comments on 
4 proposed ordinance regulating yard 
Sales. The ordinance will be voted 
on at the next regular meeting. As 
modified by council members, the 
regulations will include require- 
ments for a permit, at no cost, lim- 
its of three days per sale and only 
three sales per year, per family, A 
penalty provision is being written 
into the law by the cily attorney, 

The council approved a recom- 
mendation by Mayor English that 
they pay $4678 to settle the class 
action suit that resulted in the sin- 
gle member districts for city coun- 
cil members. English noted that the 
city attorney noted it would proba- 
bly cost more to question the 
amount that any reduction possible. 
English explained that this amount 
was a reduction from the original 
$20,000 in the first bill received in 
the matter, It was reduced because 
Elba worked with the system to 
settle the case out of court. Total 
charges in the class action suit are 
reportedly over two million dollars. 

Police Chief John White told 


council members his department 


had been plagued with a rash of ac- 
cidents. Three happened Friday 
night, and all were serious, but for- 
tunately there were no fatalities, ac- 
cording to White. 

The final order of business was a 
report by English that the city had 
been. named in a $250,000 lawsuit 
by former police officer Michael 
Patrick. 


ee 
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Patrick contends that White fails 
to enforce the ABC laws of the 
State of Alabama and fails to pro- 
vide adequate law enforcement pro- 
tection to the citizens of Mulberry 
Heights. 

He complains in the suit that 
English was “anticipating his re- 
election campaign and did not want 
to alienate voters via DUI arrests 
and other law enforcement acti vity 
in Mulberry Heights.” 

Patrick contends that since his 
termination, he has been unable to 
secure employment as a law en- 
forcement officer with any agency 
and as a result of defendants' actions 
his reputation in the community 
has been injured and he has been 
caused humiliation, embarrassment 
and mental distress, 

Patrick, who began police work 
in Elba in June, 1986, had made 34 
DUI arrests (driving under the in- 
fluence of alcohol) by the end of 
1987, according to his complaint. 
He said that the police chief told 
him to stop making the arrests for 
ABC violations and for DUI but 
that he continued to make the ar- 
rests. He says he was also told dur- 
ing this same period to "stay out of 
the Heights" after some residents 
complained of his arrests. 

€ notes he was suspended for 
five days after arresting a Mulberry 
Heights man on an outstanding 
warrant in December of 1987. 

Patrick, who was selected "Po- 
lice Officer of the Year" for 1987 
was asked to resign in February of 
1988, according to his complaint. 
He explained that if he refused to re- 
sign, he would be terminated. 

When he asked for reinstatement, 
both the Ee chief and the mayor 
refused, he contends. Patrick peti- 
tioned the city council for this rein- 
Statement and several Elba citizens 
met with the city council individu- 
ally in executive session. Follow- 
ing that executive session, the 
council voted to accept Patrick's 
resignation. 


Patrick also contends he should 
have been afforded the right to 
cross-examine those who testified 
against him in the executive ses- 
sion. 

In May, 1988 he again appeared 
before the council with petitions 
signed by area citizens and asked for 
his job back, He was told there 
were no openings in the department 
and that written city policy was for 
the council to hire police officers 
upon recommendation of the chief. 
Therefore if he wanted to again be 


an Elba police officer, he would 
have to apply with the chief and se- 
cure his recommendation for the po- 
sition, 

Patrick told The Elba ifs 
per on Tuesday of this week that he 
had tried several times to return to 
work before filing the lawsuit, be- 
cause he didn't like having to settle 
such matters with lawsuits. 

The summons accompanying the 
lawsuit requires the City to answer 
the compaint within 20 days of ser- 
vice of the complaint. 


Dubose wins runoff election in District 1 


Jim DuBose came from behind 
in Tuesday's runoff election to win 
the Democratic nomination for 
County Commissioner in District 
1. He defeated Leon Smart, who had 
lead him by over 200 votes in the 
first primary. Incumbant Jimmy 
Bryan lost his bid for re-election in 
the first primary, coming in third in 
the five candidate race, 

An unusually large turnout of 
voters in this runoff election ex- 
ceeded the number who voted in the 
first primary three weeks ago with 
both candidates picking up addition- 
al votes. 


DuBose received 719 votes to 
664 for Smart. Both candidates car- 
ried their home beats heavily, but 
the 284 to 57 win by DuBose in 
the Elba portion of the district was 
a large factor in the win, according 
to observers, 

DuBose will mect Republican 
Hubert Ray Bryan in November, 

In the Republican Primary, the 
two candidates for the Supreme 
Court received a total of 118 in 
Coffee County with Johnson lead- 
ing Watson by a vote of 75 to 43. 
Johnson also won the runoff state- 
wide, according to early reports.

County Commission told new Health Dept. in 
Enterprise will include over 15,000 square feet 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
June 27 at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise and viewed a sketch of the 
new Coffee County Health Depart- 
ment offices, scheduled for con- 
struction later this year north of En- 
terprise on Highway 167. 

The proposed new offices will be 
built on land given to the county 
by the Enterprise Industrial Board 
and the sketch passed around at 
Monday's meeting showed a 15,444 
Square foot building that included 
numerous offices, an auditorium 
and a library. 

The present health department 
building, located near Humana Hos- 
pital in downtown Enterprise, out- 
grew its usefulness years ago, ac- 
cording to county director Kenneth 
Ball, and included only 4,000 square 
feet, 

Comm. Sid Averett, a long time 
Supporter of the new building, ad- 
mitted that the proposed building 
was bigger than needed at this time, 
but stated it would allow the depart- 
ment to grow and add new programs 
at a future date, 

The commission meeting started 
at 9:00 p.m. and after the routine 
approval of minutes opened bids on 
numerous items.

The Alabama Department of 
Public Safety estimates that 18 
people will be killed in traffic acci- 
dents during the July 4th holiday, 
according to Col. Thomas H.

4. In 1987 a total of 20 people were 
killed during the holiday, including 
16 on rural highways and 4 on ur- 
ban roads. 

Wells encouraged motorists to 
use extreme caution while driving 
during the holiday period and stated 
"Many extra motorists will be trav- 
cling Alabama's roadways to popu- 
lar recreational and vacation spots 
to celebrate our nation's birthday 
and we hope no one will have to 
experience the consequences of a se- 
rious accident during the holiday 
weekend."

Board Votes For Improvements 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board voted Tuesday to take what- 
ever steps reasonably necessary to 
improve the water pressure to the 
homes on the end of Forest Street 
in Brookdale and on Twin Oaks 
Drive, off East Highway 84. 

Also to be included in this ne- 
cessary work is the placement of 
fire plugs on Twin s Drive once 
a six-inch water line has been ex- 
tended into that area. 

The utility reported a total of 
$204,049.96 in operating expenses. 
This includes the purchase of 
wholesale electricity at a cost of 
$154,011.39, 

The utility posted a profit of 
$28,663.83 for the month, assum- 
ing every customer pays the 
amount charged. The amount of 
those who fail to pay the monthly 
bill varied from $640.33 in April to 
a high of $2137.83 last December. 
Chairman Oscar Vaughan Jr. noted 
that the rural water division lost 
"only" $388.20, an improvement 
Over previous months. 

From the profit comes capital 
outlays, such as purchasing new 
equipment and repayment of bond 
issues, which currently total 
$9189.61. 

Board members were presented a 
list of accounts that had failed to 
pay the May utility bills. They to- 
taled $3149.47. Eight of these fifty 
different accounts have had their ser- 
vice disconnected.

THE GREAT 


Paul has been one of the most im- 
portant people in the history of the 
church - perhaps the most important ex- 
‘cept for Jesus. He has been called a "wa- 
tershed man" because of his impact 
faa the church. He helped mold the 
church's mission, establish the church's 
theology, and determine the church's 
destiny. 

Paul helped mold the church's 
mission. He was known as "The 
Apostle to the Gentiles" (See Acts 9:15 
and Gal. 1:15-16). More than anyone 
else, except Jesus, Paul helped to lead 
the church into its worldwide movement 
of sharing the Gospel with everyone, 

Paul helped establish the 
church's theology. Central in Paul's 
thevlogy were his emphases regarding 
the close association of God and Christ 
and the close association of Christ and 
the church, y 

Prior to his conversion (life- 
changing encounter with the Lord) Paul 
had not associated God with Christ. One 
of the major emphases made by Paul in 
his letters to various churches was the 
mnt of Christ and the church. 

‘aul understood that fact at the point 
of his conversion. Acts 9:4-5 reveals 
that Paul had been persecuting the 
church, but the Lord revealed to him 
that he was also persecuting Christ. 

Paul helped determine the

church's destiny. During much of 
his life Paul persecuted the church (Acts 
9:1). He was driven by a desire to rid 
the world of those who followed Christ 
because he thought they were detrimen- 
tal to the Lord's work. 

After his conversion the church be- 
came very important to Paul, and he 
helped to determine its life and destiny. 

t would be difficult to overempha- 
size the fact that Paul was a watershed 
man in the Lord's work. Both the tree 
mendous change in his life and the tre- 
mendous influence he had upon the 
church hinged upon a watershed experi- 
ence in his life. 

Paul's conversion experience (his 
personal life-changing encounter with 


God) was the great turning point which 
changed him and redirected his potential 
and energy. 

Paul's life-changing encounter with 
Christ did not come easy for him, Acts 
9:5 reveals Paul's personal struggle as 
he resisted the Lord's attempts to change 
him. 

Jesus said to him, "I am Jesus 
whom thou persecutest: it is hard for 
thee to kick against the pricks.” The 
"pricks" were attempts made by a per- 
son to guide an animal along a particu- 
lar path. The person would prick the an- 
imal when it was headed in the wrong 
direction. 

The Lord had been trying to lead

The little word "yet" in Acts 9:1 in- 
dicates that Paul was continuing in his 
attitude in spite of the Lord's attempts 
to change him. Mankind has been doing 
that since Adam and Eve. 

The greatest hindrance to a person's 
conversion (life-changing encounter 
with Christ) is that person's continuing 
in his own selfish attitude toward life in 
spite of God's attempts to change him. 

Two drastically different pictures of 
Paul appear in the Book of Acts. Early 
in Acts he was called Saul, and he threa- 
tened and worked against Christians and 
the church. Later in Acts he was called 
Paul (the change in his life wsa so dras- 
tic that even his name was changed), 
and he helped mold the church's mis- 
sion, establish the church's theology, 
and determine the church's destiny, 

How do you account for the tremen- 
dous change in Paul's life? How do you 
account for his becoming such a wa- 
tershed person in the Lord's work? His 
watershed life hinged upon his wa- 
tershed experience. He had a genuine 
life-changing encounter with Christ. 

Again and again Paul shared with 
others how the Lord changed him (see 
Acts 22 and 26). In essence he shared 
with everyone he could the fact that God 
changed him and that God could change 
them if they would let him. 

Have you had that watershed experi- 
ence with the Lord?

The scriptures very clearly teach that God is omnipotent, or "all power- 
ful;" omniscient, or “all knowing;" and omnipresent, or “all present.” David 
very clearly affirmed that God is omnipresent in the 139th psalm. "O Lord, 
thou hast searched me, and known me. Thou knowest my downsitting and 
mine uprising, thou understandest my thought afar off . .. Whither shall I 
go from thy spirit? or whither shall I flee from thy presence? If I ascend u 
into heaven, thou art there: if I make my bed in Sheol, thou art there. rt 
take wings of the morning and dwell in the uttermost parts of the sea; even 
there shall thy hand lead me, and thy right hand shall hold me" (Psalm 
139:1-2, 7-10). This attribute of God is diffuclt to understand, since we as 
human beings are limited by time and space, But God knows none of these © 
limitations, because He is a spiritual being. Jesus said, "God is a Spirit: and 
bit that worship him must worship him in spirit and in truth" (John 

124). 


Many men have sought to escape from the presence of God. Jonah is an 
example. God commissioned Jonah to go and preach to the wicked city of 
Nineveh, but Jonah 1:3 tells us, "But Jonah rose up to flee unto Tarshish 
from the presence of the Lord, and went down to Joppa, and he found a ship 
going to Tarshish: so he paid the fare thereof and went down into it, to go 
with them unto Tarshish from the presence of the Lord." Jonah could not 
successfully flee from God's presence. When Adam and Eve sinned, they 
sough to hide themselves from God, but they were unsuccessful, Yes, God 
is there in the beer joint, aware of. every man's wickedness, "The eyes of the 
Lord are in every place, beholding the evil and the good: (Proverbs 15:3), 
God is not in the wicked places because He likes the wickedness. God hates 
sin. It is an abomination in His sight. But because of His transcendent na- 
ture, "the eyes of the Lord are in every place."

Our attitude to God's omnipresence should be that of 
David, "Search me, O God, and know my heart: try me, and know my 
thoughts: And see if there be any wicked way in me, and lead me in the way 
everlasting" (Psalm 139:23-24),

Tips For Safe Picnics 


School's out, the Fourth of July 
is here--and more and more Coffee 
Countians will be planning picnics. 
With a little planning ahead, your 
picnic will be both fun and relax- 
ing. These guidelines may help. 

Remember that hot dogs and 
hamburgers aren't the only foods 
that can bé cooked on a grill-- 
chicken and fish are delicious and 
healthy alternatives. Both are also 
good sources of protein. 

For snacks, serve fresh vegeta- 
bles and fruits instead of the usual 
Salty, high-calorie _ chips. 

Certain dairy foods such as milk 
and mayonaise must be kept chilled 
at all times. Remember, it's not ne- 
cessary to remove foods from the 
color until you are ready to eat. A 
double wrapping of aluminium foil 
will help keep food either hot or 
cold. P 

Even before you start preparing 
food, make a list of everything 
you'll need. Don't forget the condi- 
ments, serving ware and clean-up 

items, 


Are you looking for a change of 
pace with your cooking? Then try 
kabobs. When preparing kabobs, 
combine only those foods that cook 
tender in the same length of time, 
Potatoes, for example, require some 


precooking if you are combining 
them with beef chunks and fresh to- 
matoes, 


For the meat, choose lean, tender 
chunks of beef, lamb, pork or poul- 
try. Firm fish and shellfish also do 
well on kabobs. Leftover and 
canned meats do fine for kabobs, 
too. 

When selecting fruits and vegeta- 
bles for kabobs, get the ones that 
will stay on skewers, Remember, 
one food can hold on others, Toma- 
lo quarters will stay intact better if 
the skin is left on to hold them to- 
gether. 


Storing Spare Gas 
Cylinders 


If you have a gas barbecue grill 
and store a spare propane cylinder 
near or within the gas grill, you're 
creating a serious fire hazard which 
could result in property damage and 
personal injuries, 

When the grill is in use, the hear 
from the gas burners could Signifi- 
cantly raise the temperature of the 


re 


area underneath the burners. A safe 
temperature and pressure are main- 
tained in the operating cylinder be- 


cause of the flow of propane 
through the valve and components, 
However, the pressure within the 
spare cylinder may increase because 
of the temperature rise, and propane 


gas could release from the safety re 
lease valve into the area. The flame 
of the burners could ignite poe tg 
ané being released and cause a fire. 

* To shore a store a spare propane 
cylinder safely: 

1) Discontinue immediately any 
Storage of spare cylinders on, near 
or within a gas barbecue grill. 

2) Store such cylinders outdoors, 
away from direct sunlight. 

3) Store cylinders in areas not 
used for recreation--especially away 
from areas where children play. 

4) Whenever seals gas cyl- 
inder is being filled, be sure that the 
supplier does not over--fill it. 

5) Whenever a cylinder is discon- 
nected from the grill and is stored as 
Outlined above, always install a 
P.O.L. safety plug in the cylinder 
valve outlet. These plugs are sup- 
plied with most gas grill, or are 
readily available from L.P. gas deal- 
ers,

For Emergency Feed Program 


"Coffee County has been ap- 
proved by USDA in Washington 
for the Emergency Feed Program 
(EFP), The objective of the Emer- 
gency Feed Program is to provide 
assistance to eligible livestock 
owners by sharing the cost of feed 
for eligible livestock when this feed 
must be purchased in quantities 
above normal, where it is deter- 
mined that an emergency condition 
such as severe drought exists. 

The cost share is up to 50 of the 
cost of the feed, not to exceed five 
cents per pound feed grain equival- 
ent. 

To become eligible for cost 
share assistance, livestock producers 
must have suffered a substantial 
loss (40%) in the production of 
livestock feed normally produced on 
the applicant's holdings, 

To apply for assistance, produc- 
ers must come to the county ASCS 
office and fill out an application for 
cost shares, and report their losses, 
number of eligible livestock, and

Dry Weather Feeding 


It's no surprise to anyone that 
we are in a potentially serious situ- 
ation as far as providing forage 
crops and feeding forage crops to 
our cattle. Of course, the main rea- 
son for this is the lack of rain - we 
don't have any grass. The bahia 
that's normally up and growing in 
the pastures is just not growing. 
Our hay fields are not producing. 
We are having to feed them last 
year's hay and in some cases hay 
from two or three years ago. We're 
buying corn and we're considering 
several other methods in order to 
feed our cattle. But the ones that's 


really facing a serious situation 
right now is the cow/calf man and 
trying to feed cows and getting 
them through the summer and nurse 
these calves, 

Hog producers at least for this 
year are in pretty good shape be- 
cause they are able to buy corn or 
have corn on hand to feed. But, 
with dry weather there's probably 
going to be a loss of corn and corn 
prices may take a jump next year. 
We're going to have to wait and see 
on that, 

One of the most frequently ask 
questions in the last few weeks is 
concerning cutting hay. There are 
some people evidently that are pro- 
ducing hay out there and are cutting 
hay and are wanting to know what 
to cut it, should they cut it, should 
they fertilize it, can they cut dry 
corn that's not going to produce and 
feed this. There are about five 
things which determine hay quality, 

1) Stage of maturity at harvest- 
we like to cut bahia when it's in the 
boot stage. You don't get as much 
tonnage, but you get better quality 
hay. That is just one example. Ber- 
mudagrass should be cut at about 
15-18 inches high, otherwise its 
too stemmy. 

2) Level and timing or fertiliza- 
tion has a great deal to do with the 
quality of hay. With the dry weather 
Such as it is, you could put ammo- 
nium nitrate on your hay after every 
Cutting and it may just lay right 
there without any moisture to melt 
it in, Personally, I would hold off 
fertilize if possible. 

3) The type of forage you are go- 
ing to cut-some are better quality 
than others, 

4) Weather conditions at harvest 
time-dry weather that we have now, 
I doubt very Us that the hay 
in very many parts of the county is 
near the quality that we usually 
have. 

5) Losses to weed, insects and 
diseases--we don't suffer a great deal 
of loss from this, There have been

Even though we are in a serious sit- 
uation, feeding potentially toxic 
hay or corn or anything else you 
might cut that's received heavy ni- 
trate fertilization such as corn stalks 
is just not worth it if you loose a 
bunch of cows. Test for nitrate lev- 
els and rest easy, 


Now another sample you can, 
take not related to nitrate, is just: 
sample a forage test on your hay. ; 
Say you have some old hay two or» 
three years old and you want to feed :

Thunderstorms Can Be Deadly To All Boaters 


On land, thunderstorms can be 
inconvenient or annoying. On wa- 
ter, they can be deadly! Thunder- 
storms can capsize boats and threat- 
en the lives of their passengers. 
Alabama Marine Police Director 
William B. Garner advises boaters 
to "Know Before You Go." Listen 
to weather reports before leaving 
shore and continue to monitor 
weather while on the water. 

Alabama Marine Police officers 
say thunderstorms usually travel 
from west to east, so boaters should 
keep an eye on the western sky. 
However, since summer hay “ten 
blocks an approaching storm 110m 
the view of those on water, boaters 
should stay tuned to their radios. 
Continuous weather reports can be 
heard on VHF radio channels. Even 
when VHF is not available, boaters 
listening to AM radio channels will 
hear the crackle of static on the ra- 
dio when storms are in the area. 

Officers of the Alabama Marine 
Police offer these suggestions tc 
boaters caught in foul weather: 1 
Reduce speed, proceed with cautior 
and put personal flotation devices 
on all passengers; 2. Head to the 
nearest shore that is safe to ap- 


proach; 3. Head the boat's bow into 
the waves at a slight angle; 4. Se- 
cure loose items and have emergen- 
cy gear ready; 5. Keep bilges free of 
water and 6. Seat passengers low 
and near the center of the boat. 

If the engine fails, the boat 


should be anchored by the bow. In 
deep water, a sea anchor should be 
streamed. A sea anchor could be a 
bucket on a line, a tackle box or 
any bulky item that would create 
drag in the water. 

Remember - safe boating is no 


accident!

Hunting Fatalities Decline In State In 1987-88 


Only three people died in hunt- 
ing-related accidents in the 1987-88 
Alabama hunting season, compared 
to fifteen during 1984-85, eleven in 
1985-86 and six in 1986-87. The 
steadily diminishing totals are the 
direct result of the intensive hunter 
safety program pursued by the Ala- 
bama Conservation Department's 
Game and Fish Division. 

Those who lost their lives in 
1987-88 hunting-related accidents 
were a 16-year old Geneva County 
man who died of a self-inflicted 
shotgun wound when a folding 
chair from which he was dove hunt- 
ing collapsed September 9, 1987, 
Causing the shotgun to discharge; a 
22-year old Tuscaloosa County man 
who died November 27, 1987, 
when another deer hunter, 32, 


swung on game and shot the vic- 
tim, and a 19-year old Geneva 
County man, who drowned January 
4, 1988, when he slipped from a 
creekbank while on a deer hunting 
trip. 

rrwo other fatalities were origi- 
nally classified as hunting accidents 
pending final investigation, but 
were subsequently adjudged as cases 
of negligent homicide in one in- 
stance and murder in the other, with 
both shooters sentenced to prison 
terms by presiding judges. 

Alabama Game and Fish Direc- 
tor Charles D. Kelley credited three 
main aspects for Alabama's new 
low in hunting accidents statistics. 

"Increasing public awareness of
